of ‘Weather Con” that the barometer was 
highest over the extreme northwest and 
lowest over the Indian Territory. The 
“‘Weather Con’’ goes on to say that “the 
temperature is falling over the Northwest 
in advance of the high pressure area; four 
degrees below zero at Moorhead being the 
lowest temperature reported in the United 
States. Warmer weather prevails east of 
the Mississippi River. Heavy frost is re- 
ported from the eastern portion of the cot- 
ton belt.’’ 

The cold wind which makes snow has al- 
ready got in its work out in Nebraska. A 
heavy snow storm is falling in Northern 
Kaneas, and it threatens to blockade the 
Missouri Pacific Road. The general man- 
ager, according to a telegram from 
Atchison, has equipped engines with 
snow plows at different points rea@y 
for ‘instant use. A high wind accom- 

nies the enow, which is drifting badly. 

rom six inches to two feet of snow is re- 
ported between Atchison and Blue Rapids, 
and the fall is equally heavy from Atchi- 
son to the Nebraska line. 

In Northwestern Missouri the worst bliz- 
zard of the season is raging. About seven 
inches of snow fell in Pattonsburg Thurs- 
day morning, and the storm is increasing 
in severity.

BELIEF AT WASHINGTON THAT A 
BATTLE IS ON. 


The Volnteers Are Placed in the 
Front cf the Attacking Columns, 
While Wheaton’s Regulars 
Are Held as a Reserve.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—When the last 
ispatch relating to military operations was 

| received froin Gen. Otis at the War Depart- 

ment Gen. MacArthur’s troops were within 
less than three miles of Malolos, 30 miles 
from Manila. 

The dispatch was dated to-day (Mafch 30) 
but evidently left Manila early this morn- 
ing. Up to 1 p. m. no further news 
had been received from the seat of war. 

To the picket guards thrown out by the 
advancinz cclumn of the American forces 
Malalos was in plain view. It was expected 
that the battle would begin at daylight 
this merninx. 

The last skirmish with the insurgenits oc- 
curred ‘at Guiguinto by the side of | hich 
flows one of the numerous rivers where the 
rebels have sought to make a stand on their 
| retreat from before Manila. 

The Filipinos were pursued so hard here, 
‘that their attempt to destroy the railroad 
bridge failed. The Americans were close 
upon them. The infantry passed over the 
bridge firing as they went, and the moun- 
tain howitzers were dragged across by the 
artillery. 

The insurgents fought stubbornly, but 
/Soon as the mountain guns were plated in 
jpomtion and began to send their 2-pound 
shells screaming through the air, the reb- 
els broke and fled to Malolos. 


BATTLE AT A BRIDGE. 


Gen. Otis cables high praise of the con- 
duct of his troops at Guiguinto. He/ says: 
- There was fierce fighting at this (point. 
'Trodps madé crossing of river at Guile 
by working artifiery ever railroad bridge

It wae suggested to Gen. Corbin that the 
lack of news from Manila to-day might 
be ominous, possibly indicating that a band 
of insurgents had got ‘in sacaArthut” rear 
and cut the telegraph lines. .

Plutecracy was never more bitterly denounced than by 

Prof. Albion F’. Small of the Chicago University. Never were 
ite crimes and horrors more vividly portrayed. Never were 
the methods of foul materialism in the sphere of economics 
more mercilessly exposed. The fiercest assault ever made 
upon the criminal practices of trust magnates, comeg, strange- 
ly enough, from a professor employed in the University, 
“founded by Jobn D. Rockefeller.” / 

“lam spending my life in the study of sociology,” says Mr. 
Small, “because I believe—and I see more and more reasons 
for the belief the longer I study—that the social system in 
which we live and move and have our being is so bad that no- 
body can tell the full measure of its iniquity.” 

Mr. Small's courage is admirable, but his perplexity is de- 
plorable. 

“There seems to be no practical sthareative.” he goes on to 
gay, “between on the one hand swelling the clamor of wild 
and ineoherent revolt, and on the other hand giving one’s mor- 
rt to conservatism, most falsely and fatally so called, 
which intensifies the evils by denying that they exist.” 

In other words the world is hurrying to destruction, but a 
man who has epent his life in studying these very questions 
fas nothing to offer. There is nothing sane in any of the 
schemer of social reform—nothing but a “clamor of wild and 
incoherent revolt.” This is sorry pessimism. But it suggests 
the belief that it is the beginning, not the conclusion, of Mr. 
Small's real thinking.
